Abel et al teach a method for locating a particular mobile station including 
providing access to a plurality of estimators (14, 71 , 75; fig. 1 , 2 and 4) for estimating 
locations of the mobile stations, receiving 16 at least one location estimate output by at 
one of the first and second estimators, and outputting 17 location information that 
estimates a location of the particular mobile station.
